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City Manager gets hefty increase 
Council approves salary hikes

A pay increase ordinance for all city 
employes, which included a healthy 
wage hike for the city manager, was

approved by members of Washington 
C.H. City Council at Wednesday night’s 
regular meeting. 
Twenty pieces of legislation, five 
dealing with the pay increases for city 


employes, were handled by City 
Council members in a meeting which 
lasted just over an hour. 


AS NEAR as can be determined, all 
of the nearly 70 city employes received 
identical $800 annual wage increases, 
retroactive to Jan. I of this year, with 
the exception of City Manager Dan 
Wolford. 
Wolford received a increase of ap­ 
proximately $3,000. The city manager 
previously had been receiving an an­ 
nual salary of $13,000. 
The pay increases were formed by 


Council members in closed work 
sessions, but no mention was ever 
made of an increase of Wolford’s salary 
at any of the private meetings attended 
by members of the local news media. 
The pay hike for the city manager was 
not even mentioned at Wednesday’s 
meeting as Council rapidly read and 
approved all the ordinances dealing 
with the pay increases by title only. 
Council 
members 
unanimously 
agreed to prepare the legislation 
during a work session held May 29, but 
the measure has been displeasing to 


members of the Washington C.H. 
Police Department. 
The city’s legislators, who have been 
especially 
finance-minded 
since 
proposing the salary hikes, reached 
agreements with all city departments, 
except the police officers. 


POLICE OFFICERS, in a revised 
proposal at the May 29 meeting, had 
requested a $600 cost of living increase, 
retroactive to April I; a one-range step 
(five per cent) pay increase for all 
police officers which would have 
amounted to approximately $300 per 


man, and a $100 uniform allowance 
increase. The total city police proposal 
would have amounted to $1,000 per 
police officer. 
The package formed by City Council 
members included uniform allowance 
increases for both the police and fire 
department officers. Emergency or­ 
dinances dealing with allowances for 
both departments were approved. 
Under the guidelines of the or­ 
dinance, the city will provide for the 
purchase of the first issue of clothing 
for uniformed members of both 


departments and establish an annual 
allowance thereafter. 
Police officers received a $100 in­ 
crease. The department’s annual 
clothing allowance is now $250. The 
firemen will receive $150 annually, a 
$50 increase. 
An 
emergency 
ordinance 
establishing overtime pay policies for 
city employes was approved. 
Wolford explained that as a result of 
the 1974 amendments to the Fair Labor 
Standards Act, minimum wages and 
overtime wages must be paid to most

Assembly quits without action 
Spending measure in limbo 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 110th 
General Assembly called it quits early 
today, leaving in limbo an $81.8-million 
supplemental appropriations bill and a 
host of other measures. 
Left hanging when adjourned were 
bills 
defining 
landlord-tenant 
relationships, Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown’s drug reform proposal, no-fault 
insurance and a change in probate 
court procedures. 
All of the measures are technically 
still alive since the legislature plans to 
meet at least once a month until final 
adjournment in December. 
The House and Senate had different 
versions of Gov. John J. Gilligan’s 
$43.5-million 
appropriations 
bill. 
Senate Republicans added $37 million, 
setting the stage for the deadlock. 
The legislature approved a bill ex­ 
tending for four years the ban on 
drilling for oil and gas in Lake Erie. It 
will run July I, 1974, to July I, 1978. 
The landlord-tenant bill passed the 
Senate earlier in the day, but the House 
paved the way for the deadlock by 
rewriting it to conform with a similar 
bill it passed a week ago. It was put in 
conference committee. 
The drug reform bill, written 
primarily in the attorney general’s 
office, was left in the Senate Rules 
Committee, which schedules measures 
for floor votes. 
Also left in Senate Rules was a bill 
that would have provided for no-fault 
auto insurance. It was a rewrite of a no­ 
fault bit) that had passed the House. 
The House adjourned at 1:12 a.m. 
The Senate followed at 1:20. The two 
bodies will return for at least a skeleton 
session July 9. 
At least three dozen bills, most of 
them minor, were passed during the 
final day and sent to Gilligan for 
signing. 
The probate court reform bill, like 
the supplemental appropriations and 
landlord-tenant bills, was assigned to 
conference committee. 
A bill that would allow persons in­ 
jured while assisting crime victims to 


collect up to $10,000 from the state was 
one of those given final approval. 
Its Senate sponsor, Donald L. 
Woodland, D-16 Columbus, estimated 


there would be about IO claims a year, 
averaging around $2,500 apiece. The 
new state Court of Claims would make 
ruling.

Impeachment data 
may be made public 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Plagued by 
leaks, the House Judiciary Committee 
is considering making public most of 
the evidence it has received in its 
impeachment inquiry. 
Meanwhile, the Nixon administration 
is renewing calls for the committee to 
open up its proceedings. 
The committee’s staff is screening 
the evidence, packed in 26 thick 
looseleaf notebooks, to determine what 
should still be kept secret, but a 
committee majority appears ready to 
release the rest quickly. 
The proposal to do so came Wed­ 
nesday at a meeting of committee 
Democrats hastily called by Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., after news 
stories based on committee leaks 
appeared. 
The leaks dealt with Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger’s role in the 
wiretapping of government officials 
and newsmen. 
Meanwhile, Vice President Gerald R. 
Flynn appointed new 
Record-Herald editor 


Paul F. Rodenfels, publisher of The 
Record-Herald, has announced the 
appointment of Mike Flynn as editor. 
Flynn, 24, a member of The Record- 
Herald’s editor staff for the past four 
years, succeeds the late Robert S.

Ford and presidential counselor Dean 
Burch accused the committee of dam­ 
aging Kissinger’s reputation. 
Ford said “ this leak process in the 
House Judiciary Committee is a very 
strong argument for ... the committee 
to open up its hearings and let the 
public see first-hand, not through the 
leak process, the information they’re 
getting.’’ 
Burch said Rodino “seemed to have 
lost control’’ over the committee and 
accused him of failing to carry out a 
pledge to work expeditiously and fairly. 
At the Democrats’ meeting, Rodino 
said he regretted the leaks and thought 
they were coming from only a few of 
the 38 members. 
Republican members were harsh in 
denouncing those responsible for the 
leaks. Rep. Charles Sandman, R-N.J., 
said any member found to have leaked 
the evidence against Kissinger should 
be suspended from the committee. 
Rep. Joseph Maraziti, R-N.J., sought 
a call for a special meeting to take a 
vote of confidence in Kissinger, but Ro­ 
dino ruled him out of order. 
The Democrats also want to release 
the impeachment evidence so it will be 
known to the public before White House 
lawyer James D. St. Clair presents 
President Nixon’s defense. 
St. Clair already has prepared a brief 
answering charges raised during the 
presentation of Watergate evidence but 
Rodino will not let him provide it to 
members. He said Tuesday individual 
members could get it, but changed his 
mind Wednesday and ruled it would 
violate committee rules for St. Clair to 
release anything before being invited to 
by the committee. 
At the Democratic caucus the 
question of calling witnesses was 
discussed, and members reported 
there definitely would be some. They 
would not be called until after next 
week, when presentation of docu­ 
mentary evidence is to be completed. 
Rodino said the staff still has not 
interviewed Charles W. Colson, former 
White House aide who has pleaded 
guilty to a felony charge of obstructing 
justice and who has said he is willing to 
tell all he knows. 
The committee wants to know what 
Colson plans to say before determining 
whether to call him as a witness. 


man would stand trial at all, U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell appears 
to have struck a last-minute agreement 
with President Nixon over access to 
White House files. 
Gesell has scheduled a hearing with 
defense and prosecution lawyers in his 
chambers today, at which time he is 
expected to clear up the final details. 
The accord still denies Ehrlichman the 
right to take his attorney into the White 
House vault that houses his files. 
Nonetheless, Gesell said in a 
hurriedly called hearing Wednesday: 
“We have progressed substantially.. 
The claim of perpetual executive 
privilege has been removed.’’ 
At issue was the question of whether 
Nixon or Gesell would decide what 
documents in the President’s control 
would be admitted as evidence in the 
trial, scheduled to begin Monday. 
Although Gesell said Wednesday 
there has been a “substantial change” 
from what Nixon previously had 
permitted, the President still is 
retaining direct control over the files 
Ehrlichman left in the White House 
when he resigned as a presidential 
assistant. 
Gesell, in courtroom hearings, has 
described Nixon as “bordering on 
obstruction” and accused him of using 
offensive tactics in the White House re­ 
sponse to subpoenas Ehrlichman 
issued for the files. 
Claiming executive privilege, Nixon 
has said Ehrlichman alone may view 
the material and that his former aide 
could not take notes. 
Gesell had said in pretrial hearings 
that it was unacceptable to deny 
Ehrlichman the right to have his at­ 
torney accompany him in reviewing 2£ 
months worth of notes. 
But the key element was Nixon’s 
insistence that even if Gesell was 
allowed to view some of the notes 
privately, the President would retair 
the ultimate authority to decide 
whether Ehrlichman could use the 
material in his defense. 
When the White House turned over 
some of the material to the judge last 
week and, on Wednesday, surrendered 
any claim of executive privilege, the 
legal log jam was broken. 
One of Ehrlichman’s attorneys, 
Andrew Hall, said Ehrlichman wants 
at least two documents that the White 
House has not provided. Gesell said 
that matter would be thrashed out in 
his chambers. 
Ehrlichman and three others are 
accused in the so-called plumbers case 
of conspiring to burglarize the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, Dr. 
Lewis Fielding. 
The plumbers were a special White

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Thousands of 
Egyptian workers, peasants and 
schoolchildren cheered President 
Nixon today as he and President Anwar 
Sadat traveled to Alexandria by train. 
Nixon and Sadat sat on the open end 
of a century-old coach once used by 
Khedive Ismail, who opened the Suez 
Canal. An American helicopter circled 
over the train, and some 
10,000 
Egyptian troops were deployed along 
the route, primarily to keep the surging 
throngs off the tracks. 
Egyptian security agents predicted 
as many as IO million persons would 
turn out to see the flag-decked, 13-car 
train as it moved through the fertile 
Nile delta to the ancient port the 
Greeks founded on the Mediterranean. 


Nixon and Sadat were relaxed and 
obviously enjoying the clear weather, 
enthusiastic 
crowds 
and 
happy 
children running alongside the train. 
After their midafternoon arrival, 
Nixon and Sadat were to talk at the Ras 
el Tin Palace. After an early-evening 
reception President and Mrs. Nixon 
were giving 
a 
state dinner, 
re­ 
ciprocating for the banquet the Sadats 
gave for them Wednesday night in 
Cairo. 
The two president return to Cairo by 
helicopter 
Friday 
to 
visit 
the 
Pyramids. Nixon leaves for Saudi 
Arabia Friday afternoon. 
For Nixon’s arrival from Austria 
Wednesday, the Egyptian government 
turned out huge crowds to cheer the two 


presidents as they took the seven-mile 
drive from Cairo’s international air­ 
port to the Kubbeh Palace. Official 
estimates of the welcoming crowd 
ranged from hundreds of thousands to 2 
million. 
They screamed, they chanted and 
they waved signs reading “ God Bless 
Nixon,” though some spelled it 
“ Nikson.” A few tried unsuccessfully to 
break through the police lines to touch 
the visiting President. 
Sadat tempered the enthusiasm a bit 
with his toast at the state dinner in the 
garden of the Kubbeh Palace. 
He told the 600 guests the cease-fires 
arranged with American help between 
the Arabs and the Israelis are precious

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Israeli forces kill| 
3 Arab terrorists 
TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Security 
forces killed three Arab guerrillas 
today who had murdered three women 
hostages taken in an attack on a tiny 
farm settlement below the Golan 
Heights, the Israeli state radio 
reported. 
The terrorists apparently slipped 
across the Lebanese border to attack 
Shamir. The raid obviously was in­ 
tended to cast a cloud over President 
Nixon’s tour of the Middle East, which 
the Palestine guerrillas oppose. The 
President, now in Egypt, is due in 
Israel on Sunday after visits to Saudi 
Arabia and Syria. 
Terrorists now have killed 49 persons 
in Israel, including 31 children, in the 
past two months. 
The Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine—General Command an­ 
nounced in Beirut that the Shamir 
raiders were its men. It demanded the 
release of IOO Palestinians from Israeli 
prisons within six hours, but shortly 
after the demand was delivered to 
newsmen the guerrilla squad was 
reported wiped out. 
Three guerrillas from the same 
terrorist organization raided the Israeli 
town of Qiryat Shmonah, several miles 
west of Shamir, on April ll and killed 18 
Israelis and themselves when the 
government refused their demand for 
the release of Palestinian prisoners. 
Armed residents of Shamir opened 
fire on the raiders after they were 
spotted near a swimming pool, the 


Israeli radio said in a broadcast from 
the kibbutz. The Arabs returned the 
fire, wounding one man. 
Residents of the kibbutz said the 
terrorists apparently were trying to 
attack the communal dining hall where 
many of the 470 residents of the set­ 
tlement were having breakfast.

CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court Wednesday upheld the 
Ohio C ivil Rights Commission in a 
discrimination case, but denied what 
the commission considered to be an 
important lever for its enforcement 
efforts. 
The high court ruled that a trailer 
park 
is 
a 
place 
of 
public 
ac­ 
commodation and the owner of a Kent 
park had violated a resident’s civil 
rights by evicting her because she 
entertained a person of another race. 
But the court disallowed $1,650 in 
compensatory and punitive damages 
that the commission had ordered the 
owner to pay, saying the commission 
did not have authority to levy the 
damages. 
It was that authority which the 
commission considered significant in 
its efforts to enforce civil rights laws.

W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) — Despite 
falling 
farm 
and 
food 
prices, 
widespread increases on a broad range 
of industrial products pushed wholesale 
prices up sharply again in May, the 
government said today. 
The Labor Department reported that 
wholesale prices rose a seasonally 
adjusted 1.3 per cent last month, about 
the same as the rates in March and 
April but not as much as in the 
Decem ber-February period. Unad­ 
justed, the increase last month was 1.5 
per cent. 
Prices for farm products, processed 
foods and feeds fell 2.2 per cent in May, 
the third consecutive monthly decline. 
Industrial commodities were up 2.7 
per cent. 
Consumer finished goods rose six- 
tenths of one per cent. 
The rise in the industrial prices was 
described by the governm ent as 
“ substantial and w idespread." It 
seems to promise for consumers a 
continuation of double-digit inflation 
for at least the next few months since 
higher wholesale prices usually are 
quickly reflected at the retail level. 
However, the decline in wholesale food 
prices frequently is not passed on to 
consumers in full as middlemen seek to 
retain profits.

4:00 — (4) Movie-Western 
Blind girl 
participates 
in Girls State 


SA LEM , Ore. (A P ) — The American 
Legion Auxiliary is allowing a blind girl 
to participate in a state government ex­ 
ercise, but only after persuasion by 
Gov. Tom M cCall and the speaker of 
the Oregon House of Representatives. 
Donna Bell was elected by her fellow 
students at North Eugene High School 
as a delegate to Girls State, an annual 
legion-sponsored exercise in which 
students from around the state come to 
the capital and play out a week-long 
mock state government. 
But the legion auxiliary rejected 
Donna because she is blind. A legion 
rule 
says 
delegates 
must 
be 
"physically fit" so as not to present a 
burden on the other delegates. 
When M cCall heard Donna had been 
rejected, he announced he would not 
address the 264 delegates as he had 
promised. 
And House Speaker Richard Eym ann 
said he would not allow tire delegates to 
hold their mock legislative sessions in 
the Oregon House chamber as planned. 
Officials of the \egion auxiliary 
consulted with McCall, after which the 
governor announced that the rule 
barring delegates with physical handi­ 
caps would be ignored. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - Tough- 
minded residents of the Sayler Park 
area, fresh from the battle of the April 3 
tornado, which included all manner of 
bureaucrats and insurance adjusters, 
vow they won’t let a little thing like a 
teamsters strike throw them. 
"One way or another," said George 
Nose, "w e’re going to rebuild our 
homes for our fam ilies whether we do it 
like gentlemen or like animals.’’ 


Sayler Park, which, on a city map, 
looks like a tail on the city of Cin­ 
cinnati, is populated by rugged, in­ 
dividualistic Germans who are used to 
handling their own problems. 
The city’s annexation of the area a 
half century 
ago 
gave 
Cincinnati 
control of the Ohio riverfront nearly to 
the Indiana line. 


Milktoast with your hat in your hand, 
they are going to push you all over the 
place. 
"W hat you have to do is threaten to 
beat somebody up, or go and see 
somebody’s boss about getting him 
fired. When you act like you’re going to 
take the place apart, they sit down and 
start doing something. That’s just the 
way it is. It isn’t their fault, they’re just 
used to doing things that way, they 
didn’t create the system ." 
Now, the debris is pretty well cleaned 


away and new houses are going up on 
the sites of the old ones. 
But, on June I, some 15 building 
trades unions in the Cincinnati area 
struck for higher wages. These in­ 
cluded the 300-member concrete 
drivers with Teamsters Union Local 
IOO. 
Half a dozen builders, backed by 
residents, went to the union with a 
petition asking that concrete deliveries 
be allowed to pour their foundations. 
The Teamsters refused. 


Until two years ago, there was only 
one police patrol car assigned from the 
downtown area to the 15-mile outreach 
of Sayler Park. 
“ We got used to handling our own 
problems," recalled one resident. "It 
took the policeman two hours to cover 
the beat. As a result, we watched our 
own neighborhood and over the years 
we turned over a lot of would-be 
burglars to the police." 
On April 3 one, and possible two 
tornadoes, crossed the Ohio River from 
Boone County, Ky. and punched a 
swath through the pleasant, tree-lined 
suburb. 
An 
estim ated 
200 houses 
dis­ 
appeared, m ainly in an area called 
"the subdivision." The area has small 
houses, many without basements, built 
since World W ar II. There was not a 
single death although there were a 
number of injuries. 
It took a while for the Sayler Parkers, 
not accustomed to a lot of strangers to 
get used to the insurance adjusters, and 
federal, state and local officials, but not 
too long.

Aftermath of Colson plea 


Dear

Charles W. Colson’s plea of guilty 
to attempting to obstruct justice and 
influence the trial of Daniel Ellsberg 
came about through some plea 
bargaining. As their part of the 
bargain, attorneys on the staff of 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
will seek dismissal of criminal 
conspiracy indictments against the 
former aide to President Nixon. 
To procure this arrangem ent 
Colson has agreed to testify “in any 
and all cases with respect to which 


he may have relevant information.” 
This 
raises 
two 
interesting 
questions. One is: How much does 
Colson know about the Watergate 
coverup and related matters'7 The 
other is: How much of it will he 
spill? 
There is reason to expect that 
when placed under oath he may spill 
quite a lot. This expectation is 
bolstered by the fact that Colson is 
explicitly not exempted 
from 
prosecution for false or misleading 


testimony; he will be liable to 
charges of perjury. 
There also is reason to think that 
Colson has intim ate knowledge 
about some of the matters at issue * 
the milk fund and ITT cases, for 
example. He may be asked to testify 
about presidential conversations in 
which he was involved, and repor­ 
tedly can no longer claim executive 
privilege or national security with 
regard to those conversations. Thus 
his guilty plea has in effect opened 
the door to what may be significant 
new disclosures.

Plugging the loopholes 


WASHINGTON - Throughout the 
country come reports that inflation, the 
steadily rising curve of high prices, is 
far more than Watergate the issue that 
voters put at the top of the list. This is 
confirmed by a Harris poll showing 
that by 82 to 15 per cent the sample 
polled gives President Nixon negative 
marks “on the way he has handled the 
economy.” 
Wherever you go the story is the 
same - we can just barely make it and 
then by cutting back on what we once 
thought were necessities. This reflects 
the feeling of millions of families in the 
income brackets up to $15,000. 
The concern, the rancor, of these 
millions is directed not alone at the 
Administration but at Congress as well. 
Since Congress rates below the 
President in the polls, here is a serious 
challenge to demonstrate that change 
can be pushed through the clogged, 
sluggish channels of a body that drifts 
toward stalemate in many areas. 
One of the principal pushers is Rep. 
Henry Reuss of Wisconsin who was 
chosen to deliver a radio response to 
Nixon’s bland “all will soon be well” 
address on the economy. 
Reuss is working to get endorsement 
by the Democratic steering committee 
and eventually by the Democratic 
caucus of a program calculated to send 
shivers down the spines of the con­ 
servatives and the rich. 
He must convince that formidable 
gate keeper, Chairman Wilbur Mills of 
the House Ways and Means committee, 
and if Wilbur believes there is suf­ 
ficient pressure from an aroused 
public, then cautious Speaker Carl 
Albert may also be persuaded. 
The Reuss proposal calls for a 
federal income tax cut of $€ to $7 billion 
in the low to 
moderate 
income 
brackets. This would help those barely 
scraping along to make ends meet. The 
President has, of course, set his face 
against a tax cut as inflationary. 
But Reuss, whose economic know­ 
how has been repeatedly demonstrated 
on the joint Economic Committee and 
on Banking and Currency, ties in 
plugging tax loopholes to return to the 
Treasury virtually the full amount of 
the cut. This is where the shivers come 
in. 
His proposal would provide for a 


capital gains tax on securities held in 
an estate. There is no such tax today, 
since 
no 
matter 
how 
much 
the 
securities have advanced in value, they 
escape when they are in the estate of 
the deceased taxpayer. 
Reuss estimates that closing this 
loophole, long zealously guarded by 
lawyers and trust officers, would bring 
in $2 billion. 
The oil-depletion allowance has for 
years been the target of reformers who 
have aimed particularly at the foreign 
earnings of the oil giants. Mills finally 
agreed to a three-year phase-out of this 
bonanza. 
Reuss is urging that it be knocked 
out, or at least drastically reduced, at 
once. Depending on how deep the cut, 
this could bring in several billions. 
Another loophole Reuss would plug is 
DISC, the acronym for a subsidy for 
exports costing about $1 billion a vear. 
Ironically enough, DISC subsidizes 
exports of materials in scarce supply in 
this country such as scrap metal and 
timber. The Department of Commerce 
is trying to conserve these same 
materials for domestic use. 
The hobby farm is one of the most 
sensitive loopholes. The rolling acres 


dotted with Black Angus or Herefords, 
the well-built barns, the handsome 
manor house, all this is a happy picture 
and if the beef cattle return no profit 
there is always a satisfactory tax loss. 
Reuss believes lugging this hole would 
mean close to $1 billion to the Treasury. 
These all are carefully guarded 
sanctum sanctorums and the lobbyists 
will be swarming over Capitol Hill to 
ward off the vandals. The next days are 
likely to tell the tale in the steeering 
committee. 
Whatever its ultimate fate, and with 
the backing of Wilbur Mills it might 
well get through the House, the reform 
program would convince millions of 
hard-pressed families that Congress is 
doing something about inflation. 
Food and fuel are the two chief 
villains. The rise in the price of 
gasoline to 60 and 65 cents a gallon is 
contrasted with the great upsurge in 
the profits of the oil companies, as 15 
per cent of the Harris poll sample 
noted. 
The election is only five months away 
and disgruntled citizens are waiting for 
a signal that Washington will try to put 
on the brakes.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio stops 
collecting a tax on goods sold at auction 
today, except for motor vehicles and 
house trailers. 
The exemption becomes law along 
with four other enactments signed by 
Gov. John J. Gilligan 90 days ago, the 
time required for a non-emergency bill 
to become law. 
Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 Galion, an 
auctioneer, sponsored the tax measure 
which has only a negligible effect on 
Ohio’s revenue but could help a colorful 
but declining business activity. 
Robert J. Kosydar, state tax com­ 
missioner, estimated the new law will 
cost the state only about $50,000 a year 
out of well over $500 million the sales 
tax produces annually. 
Slagle’s bill places into the law a new 
definition for casual sales that include 
items sold at auction as long as the sale 
is not made at the owner’s permanent 
place of business. 
Another one of the new laws affects 
many more people, although Ohioans 
will not feel its effects until next year 
when they file their 1974 i$tate income 
tax returns. 
It takes away the existing $3,000 
limit on personal income tax exemption 
that can be claimed at the rate of $500 
each for a taxpayer and each of five 
dependents. 
The limit on the number of depen­ 
dents for whom $500 can be claimed is 
eliminated, removing what sponsors of 


the bill said was an injustice for large 
families. 
Voters authorized a change in the 
constitution last year in order to make 
the tax break possible. 
Among the other new statutes is one 
that requires counties to publicize 
newly adopted building regulations as 
well as changes made in existing regu­ 
lations. 
, 
It says the modifications must be 
published in one newspaper of general 
or countywide circulation within IO 
days after adoption of new regulations, 
amendments or changes. 
The other laws clarify the obligations 
of new corporations growing out of 
mergers, stating that trusts, bequests 
and other agreements of component 
companies remain valid, and permit 
waivers of the four-year limit for 
reimbursements by the tax com­ 
missioners of sales taxes collected 
erroneously. 
Vendors would have to agree to such 
waivers.

Bring mixture in 
skillet to a gentle boil; add the corn­

boiling. Stir in celery, green pepper and 
scallions; add pears and pork balls and 
heat through. Serve with rice.______

Pour into clean 
glasses or freezing containers. Cover 
and let stand at room temperature 
about 24 hours or until jelled.

Proper care actually begins when 
selecting 
the 
berries. 
Make 
strawberries your last purchase so that 
they will not be squashed. Sort berries, 
removing any that are soft or show 
indication of decay, before storing 
them. After you sort them, spread them 
on a flat dish or pan, cover with wax 
paper, and refrigerate. 


Do not wash berries until just before 
you use them, and use them within two 
or 
three 
days. 
P repare 
fresh 
strawberries just before you plan to 
serve them. Wash them gently and 
quickly in cold water. Lift the berries 
from the water, letting the sand and 
dirt stay in the water. Then remove 
caps after the berries are clean and 
dry.

Traveling nurse substitutes 
for doctor in rural area

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — In Kan­ 
sas’ Elk County, a 650-square-mile 
stretch of wheat and cattleUuid, there 
have been no doctors for 15 years. Just 
“Murphy” the traveling nurse. 
“Murphy,” as Ruth Murphy, R.N., is 
known affectionately to Elk County’s 
3,700 residents, figures she has made 
about 4,500 house calls a year since she 
set up a series of free clinics in 1957 
with a $10,000 grant from the county. 
Mrs. Murphy, 54, is being honored by 
the American Nurses’ Association 
convention here today with the first 
Honorary Nurse Practitioner award. 
Thp award is to be given every other 
year to a registered nurse who has done 
an outstanding job in providing direct 
patient care. 
“When I started in 1957, we had three 
doctors in the county,” Mrs. Murphy 
recalled Tuesday. “But then two of 
them died and one moved away. 
“I’d go to make a prearranged house 
call and find 12 patients there waiting 
to see me,” she said. “That’s when I 
knew something had to be done.” 


Elk County, 90 miles east of Wichita 
in southeastern Kansas, lack doctors. It 
also has no hospital, no X-ray unit, no 
public transportation. Nearly one-third 
of its residents are over 65. The nearest 
hospital 
is 
50 
miles 
away, 
in 
Independence. 
She set up her main clinic in the 
courthouse building in Howard, where 
she lived with her husband and four 
children. She devotes one day a week to 
house calls, although she makes 
emergency calls at any time of day or 
night. She also began bringing a por­ 
table version of the clinic to the 
county’s other towns. 
A few years ago, federal funds 
enabled Mrs. Murphy to increase her 
budget to $24,000 and hire another 
nurse, Barbara Kitchens. She would 
like to hire at least one more nurse and 
still dreams of attracting a doctor back 
to Elk County. 
“The last time one came by who was 
interested a couple of years ago, I told 
him we could refer him 500 patients the 
first day,” Mrs. Murphy said. “We 
never saw him again.”

JERUSALEM (AP) - It may not go 
down in Israeli history as the golden 
era, but Golda 
Meir’s five-year 
premiership already is being termed 
“Eidan Golda” — the Golda Age. 
No living Israeli is likely to forget 
her. 
Some called her “Grannie”— she is a 
grandmother, 
and 
others 
less 
charitably referred to her as “the old 
lady”—she is 76. A politician likened 
her to a kindergarten teacher who 
treated her people as though they were 
brats. 
She once taught 
school 
in 
Milwaukee, Wis. 
Admirers found an enticing parallel 
in the Bible — Deborah the Prophetess, 
who “arose, a mother in Israel,” and 
led the Israelites to victory over the in­ 
vaders of the Promised Land. 
Mrs. Meir came to power in the 
heady wake of Israel’s lightning defeat 
of the Arabs in 1967, but left in con­ 
troversy over the costly and sobering 
war last October. 
Writing of the public protest that led 
to her resignation, a columnist com­ 
mented, “Golda Meir deserved better 
than to go down ignominously to the 
shouting under her office windows.” 
(hie of her outstanding talents was to 
cut complex questions to total sim­ 
plicity. 
While 
international 
debates 
con­ 
tinued for years over trying to start 
Israeli-Arab peace talks by procuring a 
Western or a United Nations guarantee 
to protect Israel’s borders, Mrs. Meir 
responded by asking simply, “But why 
is that necessary if true peace exists?” 
She wanted straightforward peace 
treaties or nothing and her rigidity may 
have delayed the peace prospects now 
in sight via the compromise methods of 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
She was called out of retirement in 
March 1969, as a compromise premier 
to replace the late Levi Eshkol. She was 
ailing and nervous about leading the 
country, but she was too strong-minded 
to be a lame duck leader. 
Ste 
began 
by 
choking 
off 
the 
arguments in Israel over how much to 
surrender in return for peace with the 
Arabs. 
“The Arabs don’t want peace,” she 
would say. “So there is no point in the 
Jews arguing about it.” 
She refused to deal with Palestinians. 
To her, “there is no such thing as 
Palestine. I once had a Palestinian 
passport when Britain ruled this area. 
If there is a Palestine, where are its 
leaders? Why don’t they step forward 
and negotiate with us?” 
Hie answer was a bitter upsurge of 
guerrilla activity, culminating in the 
slaughter of Israeli athletes at the 
Munich Olympic games in 1972. 
Israel’s reprisals, approved by Mrs. 
Meir, were relentless. 
Her thesis on war and peace was 
simple: 
“When we came to the Jordan Valley 
— in the 1930s — did we want war with 
the Arabs? Were we sinning a great sin 
because we didn’t want the valley any 
longer to be covered in marshes and 
malaria? We bought and paid for the 
land.... We said to the Arabs, ‘Move 
over a bit, give us some room as well. 
Can’t we live together in peace.’” 
The strength of her personal con­ 
victions 
resulted in 
government 
policies that may last for years. 
When the United Nations and others 
demanded that Israel relinquish Arab 
East Jerusalem, captured in 1967, she 
made it plain that the Holy City was 
now a permanent part of Israel.

Russia of her childhood, the Nazis in 
World War II — governed her thinking. 
She had forged a healthy relationship 
with President Nixon, assuring Israel 
of arms supplies, and she would later 
call 
this 
one 
of 
her 
greatest 
achievements. 
Reliance on the United States has 
become a mainstay of Israeli policy. 
Israel’s new premier, Yitzhak Rabin, 
said the relations Mrs. Meir developed 
with Washington were a key part of his 
government program. 
In the Golda years, Israel enjoyed the 
greatest prosperity in its short history. 
With foreign investm ent and im ­ 
migrants pouring in after the triumph 
of the 1967 six-day 
war, business 
boomed, exports leaped, and Israelis 
who remembered eating grass during 
the 1948 siege of Jerusalem started 
eating steaks. The boom was due to 
circumstances, not Mrs. Meir, but it 
came while she was in office. 
With the prosperity came leisure and 
comfort, however, and many Israelis 
became more interested in television 
and acquiring pedigreed dogs than in 
the Zionist ideals of building the state. 
Mrs. 
Meir 
and 
her 
generation 
bemoaned 
the 
new 
thirst 
for 
materialism. 
Even with inflation and the economic 
slump that followed last October’s war, 
the appetite for the good life grew. 
While Mrs. Meir was engrossed with 
foreign affairs, the country was 
faltering domestically. 
Few 
Israeli 
leaders — certainly not Mrs. Meir — 
were noticing the social ills likely to 
result from the young nation’s in­ 
dustrial boom. No one accused Mrs. 
Meir of malpractice, but she was 
widely criticized for having left 
domestic affairs slide. 
“She had unconditional faith in her 
finance minister, and she was hyp­ 
notized by the quantitative growth of 
the economy, so she ignored com­ 
pletely its side-effects,” says Yitzhak 
Ben Aharon, a former labor union chief 


who dubbed her “Queen Victoria.” 
It took the October fighting to bring 
to a boil the discontent that had been 
building even as she triumphed in 
foreign affairs. And for the first time, 
the grievances were thrown directly at 
her. 
But although she was blamed for 
Israel’s war failures, she rose to what 
many consider her greatest in “those 
dark hours when we thought we might 
lose.” An inquiry into the war con­ 
cluded 
that 
she 
worked 
“ with 
decisiveness and healthy sense of 
responsibility.” 
Today she admits “I will never be the 
same again” after the war. 
Perhaps this is the reason why the 
time for retirement had come to the 
lady with a preference for blue dresses 


and cigarettes. 
She put it as simply as ever, “I am 
exhausted. I can no longer carry the 
burden. I have reached the enifl of the 
road.” 
Golda’s road goes on, however, and 
the country is likely to follow, it fof 
some time to come. In a 19-page speech 
to parliament on the plans of his new 
government, Rabin outlined hardly a 
new move that had not been charted by 
Mrs. Meir. 
Mrs. M eir’s public presence is 
regarded in some quarters as one that 
provided years of calm and confidence 
that permitted Israel to build itself 
beyond the dreams of the early settler 
Admirers say her steely determination 
helped the country survive when the 
calm ended.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Blatant 
discriminatory practices of a few years 
ago now are .sophisticatedly cam­ 
ouflaged by persons who seek to evade 
equal opportunity standards, a federal 
housing official said Wednesday. 
Thomas O. Jenkins, acting deputy 
assistant secretary for equal op­ 
portunity in the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, said new 
stumbling blocks are cropping up in 
each of the IO regions nationwide. 
In Ohio, he said equal housing is 
more of a problem in sales than rental 
opportunities. 
‘‘We’ve discovered some local or­ 
dinances that do away with for-sale 
signs,” he said. ‘‘We have to be aware 
of that kind of thing so we can change 
our approach.” 
Jenkins held a news conference at the 
start of a six-state seminar which will 
conclude Saturday. 
He said HUD agencies do not want to 
be policing units. ‘‘But where we do not 
get the kind of voluntary action we seek 
. . . we will enforce the laws.” He said 
equal housing opportunity is not in­ 
terpreted at HUD to dictate integrated 
housing.

Jenkins, who said he’s a freelance 
w riter in health foods and organic 
gardening, initiated the trip, he said. 
He and his wife were going to Mexico to 
do an article on the clinic. 
The Pepins, family friends, decided 
to accompany them as a vacation, 
Jenkins said. The four left for Mexico 
about May 15. 
“ I was resting on the advice of 
another doctor I know in Mexico,” 
Jenkins said. “ He had given me 
assurance they were a very worthwhile 
organization.” 
Jenkins said the clinic offered him 
and his wife free treatm ents as a base 
for the article. He said the Pepins 
decided to buy the treatment, though it 
was “relatively expensive.” 
He said in the first stage of treat­ 
ment, an anaesthetic is administered 
and a chemical mask put on the face. 
Pepin was the last of the four to be 
prep ared , Jenkins said, and was 
isolated from the rest. 
For the next week, he said, when he 
or the others tried to ask about Pepin, 
they were told only the doctors “were 
having a hard time getting him to come 
out from under the effects of the 
anesthesia.

CHICAGO (AP) - A 
Chicago psychologist has 
method of training stutterers to speak 
fluently almost immediately. 
Dr. Israel Goldiamond’s program 
does not attack the underlying cause of 
stuttering, which may not be known, 
but produces a new, fluent speech 
pattern. 
. 
All 54 patients who have completed 
the program since 1967 are able to 
speak fluently without stuttering. 
Others dropped out before completion 
when they developed fluency. 
An estimated I to 3 per cent of 
American males have a stuttering 
problem, outnumbering female stut­ 
terers eight to one. 
In 
developing the therapeutic 
program, Goldiamond experimented 
with dozens of stutterers for five years. 
Some required as many as 200 sessions. 
Now, in 30 or fewer 45-minute sessions, 
stuttering can be eliminated. 
He said patient records show their 
stuttering disappears almost im­ 
mediately once they 
begin the 
program. Continuation speeds up their 
speech and reinforces what they have 
learned, and followups show im­ 
provement is maintained over the 
years, Goldiamond said. 
The program, which costs a patient 
$600, works this way: 
The subject sits in a booth and reads 
as rapidly as possible words projected 
onto a screen. His voice is recorded and 
he hears himself simultaneously as he 
reads, with a delay of a fraction of a 
second.

Goldiamond emphasizes the slower, 
prolonged speech, since this is the least 
unnatural change from normal speech. 
He said he found that even after the 
delayed feedback of speech was 
eliminated patients continued to speak 
this way. 
The stutterer then moves to other 
phases more nearly like everyday 
situations: Reading plays and con­ 
versation with a therapist. 
The stutterer also is taught how to 
juncture his speech—to speak in phases 
common to the language, pausing at 
appropriate places. 
Goldiamond says, “We have decided 
that we are not really getting rid of 
stuttering. We are teaching a new 
speech pattern.’’

New construction booming here

Three years ago the Washington C H. 
area appeared to be heading toward a 
downhill economic course when the 
National Cash Register Co., here closed 
and left about 500 workers idle. 
However, an upswing in the economy 
surfaced following spirited actions by 
the city’s Community Improvement 
Corporation, the Washington C.H. Area 
Chamber of Commerce, city and 
county officials and a number of 
residents. 
The progress has been almost 
phenominal! 


NOW at least two industries have 
selected Washington C.H.’s Industrial 
Park as the site for new plants, and 
other building activity here, both 
commercial 
and 
residential, is 
booming. 
Figures released recently by City 
Manager Dan Wolford disclose that 
more than 18.7 million in new con­ 
struction is presently under way in 
Washington C.H. alone. And the trend 
promises to continue. 
By sharp contrast, commercial and 
residential developers had less than 
$700,000 invested in building and 
remodeling projects during 1973. 
The astronomical $8.7 million figure 
would mushroom if the new con­ 
struction outside the city’s corporation 
limits was included. 
Wolford said the $8.7 million figure 
includes eight commercial-industrial 
construction projects and 12 residential 
building programs. 
The bulk of the gigantic construction 
digit is included in the eight com­ 
mercial-industrial projects, estimated 
at $7,940,000. The residential projects 
are worth $276,000, according to 
Wolford’s figures. 
A further breakdown discloses 
$234,000 
in 
seven 
multi-family 
dwellings; $34,800 for room additions 
and other home improvements, $17,340 
for residential garages; $205,000 for 
new church buildings, and $3,000 for 
miscellaneous construction, including 
swimming pools and patios. 
Topping the hefty construction list 
are the two new industries in the city’s 
Industrial Park. 
Cor Tee, Inc., Auburn, Wash., is 
erecting a 60,000-square foot factory 
building and a 2,400-square foot, two- 
story office building in the Industrial 
Park. 
The firm, which manufactures 
fiberglass reinforced panels for use in 
the construction of trailer vans and 
marine shipping containers, an­ 
ticipates and initial employment of 50 
persons, with prospects of expanding 
the work force to 90 later. 
The Great Oaks Construction Co., of 
Washington C H., will erect the plant 
and office building. An Armco Steel 
Corp. 
building will be used for 
manufacturing and the office building 
will be of masonry construction. Both 
are being constructed on a 29-acre tract 
of land purchased from Chase Brass, 
Inc. The location is on Kenskill Avenue, 
just east of the Mead Containers plant. 


RAVEN 
INDUSTRIES, 
Inc., 
headquartered in Sioux Falls, S.D., will 
be constructing a plastics division plant 
in the Industrial Park. The company 
holds a purchase option on 6.072 acres, 
adjoining property owned by B St H 
Enterprises. 
The plastics firm experts to launch 
construction of a 17,000-square foot 
structure soon and will employ 14 
persons initially. The firm produces 
fiberglass and polyethylene tanks for 
agricultural, industrial and water 
conditioning us. 


However, the two industries are not 
the only new tenants of the city’s 
Industrial Park. 
B A H Enterprises is erecting a 
42,750-square foot pre-engineered steel 
building on a 6.074-acre tract in the 
Industrial Park. 
Modern Sales and Construction Co., a 
Wilmington-based firm and local 
distributer of Armco Steel Corp. 
buildings, is handling the general 
construction. 
No definite tenant has been an­ 
nounced and the building is being 
constructed in such a manner that 
provisions can be suited to specific 
needs of prospective occupants. 
Heading the commercial con­ 
struction in Washington C H. is die 
Kroger Co. market and Super-X drug 
store complex on Clinton Avenue. 
The 
actual 
building 
permit, 
estimated at $6 million, was issued in 
February to the Breyfogle Construction 
Co., of Columbus. The permit calls for 
46,578-square foot of construction 
space. 
Construction of the large shopping 
complex included the razing of more 
than a dozen residence and commercial 
buildings. 
The real estate transaction paving 
the way for the new super store in­ 
cluded an exchange of locations bet­ 
ween the Kroger Co., now operating at 
238 S. Main St., and Don’s Auto Sales, 
518 Clinton Ave., which occupies a part 
of the new Kroger site. 


ON THE OPPOSITE EDGE of 
Washington C H., a flurry of building 
activity is progressing. 
Developers Diversified, a shopping 
center development firm headquar­ 
tered in the Cleveland suburb of Beech­ 
wood, is constructing a commercial 
shipping development which will in­ 
clude a K-Mart department store, 
operated by Hie S. S. Kresge Co. 
The construction of the K-Mart store 
is the first in a series of developments 
on the north side of Columbus Avenue. 
Estimated cost is $550,000. 
The 14.546-acre tract is located just 
east of a parking lot owned by Carroll 
Halliday, Inc., and directly across 
Columbus Avenue from the entrance to 
the Storybrook Addition. The K-Mark 
store will be housed in a 39,737-square 
foot pre-engineered steel structure, 
manufactured by the Armco Steel 
Corp. plant here. 
Health Care Facilities, Inc., is 
progressing rapidly in the construction 
of a new 100-bed, long-term com­ 
prehensive health care facility on a 
three-acre tract acquired from the 
Courthouse Development Corp. in the 
Storybrook Addition on Glenn Avenue. 
The facility, which will be known as 
the Courthouse Manor Nursing Home, 
will have 96 semi-private beds and four 
private rooms. The facility will have a 
staff of 60 employes. 


MCDONALD’S a nationally-known 
food chain, is constructing a 39,066- 
cubic foot building on Elm Street at 
Olive Street across from the Fayette 
County Bank on land acquired from the 
Fayette Center partners. 
The cost estimate for the building 
which will be erected by the Miller 
Construction Co., of Columbus, is ex­ 
pected to be well up in six figures. More 
than 50 parking spaces will 
be 
provided. 
Additionally on the eastern edge of 
the city, preliminary plans have been 
submitted for the construction of an 
office-type commercial complex, 
similar to the Fayette Center structure, 
on a 5.794-acre tract situated 428 feet 
east of Elm Street between the 
Washington Square Shooping Center 


and land owned by the Washington C.H. 
Board of Education. 
An application to have the land 
rezoned from residential to com­ 
mercial has been filed by Donald P. 
Woods, 133 W. Circle Ave. 
Closer to the downtown business 
district, building activity is also 
spurting.

from the market, and a general 
inability to remain consistently 
profitable. 
The latest action, therefore, seems 
like just another problem piled upon 
the others, but it may be far more than 
it. It pits two entire industries against 
each other, and there is no question 
which is stronger. Banking is. 
Banks have the assets, the flexibility, 
the marketing power, the personnel, 
the accounting techniques, the outlets. 
Far more important, they already have 
the customers. Almost everyone uses a 
bank. 
How simple it is therefore, for a bank 
that already provides a dozen customer 
services to simply offer another one, as 
some already have. How simple to 
transfer $50 from the checking account 
to the stock account. 
The brokers, on the other hand, don’t 
have nearly the marketbasket of 
products or the financial power of the 
banks, although this perhaps is not a 
critical criterion. Banks are restricted 
geographically, brokers are not. 
Nevertheless, a comparison of 
Merrill Lynch, the biggest broker, with 
Bank of America, the biggest bank, is 
revealing. The formr reported assets of 
$3.7 billion on March 30, 1973. At the 
close of 1973, Bank of America had $49.4 
billion in resources. 
If the comptrollers’ ruling stands, the 
operations of mutual funds are likely to 
be hurt the most. Already their assets 
are down to less than $45 billion after 
reaching close to $60 billion.

Transit tax 
authority 
wins approval 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Finan­ 
cially troubled big city transit systems 
apparently will get the chance to ask 
local voters one time to impose a piggy­ 
back sales tax on themselves. 
The legislature approved and sent to 
Gov. John J. Gilligan Wednesday an 
emergency bill aimed specifically at 
problems of the beleaguered Cleveland 
Transit System. 
Cleveland legislators worked long 
and hard to secure passage, but they 
pointed out it could be of help to transit 
systems in other areas of the state. 
It permits a county or regional 
transit system, with voter approval, to 
levy a piggyback sales tax of up to 114 
per cent for use either for operating ex­ 
penses or capital improvements. The 
issue could be submitted to voters only 
in the November election. 
Backers who said Cleveland’s system 
lost $13 million over the past five years 
asserted it would give mass transit “a 
new tool.” Revenues from the tax could 
be used to obtain matching grants of 80 
per cent federal with 20 per cent local 
funds, they said. 
The House watered down the Senate 
version of the measure, introduced in 
March by Sen. Paul R. Matia, R-25 
Westlake. But it apparently was the 
only way to get the measure passed. 
Big labor unions, especially the Ohio 
AFL-CIO, objected to an original 
provision that would have enabled a 
transit authority to enact an income tax 
of up to I per cent, in addition to the 
piggyback sales tax.

that

authorities to levy up to five mills on 
real estate. Existing property tax 
levies for transit purposes are limited 
to I per coit.

It all happened Wednesday when 
Little League Baseball, Inc., an­ 
nounced that because of "the changing 
social climate” girls can play on its 
teams. 
The announcement was made by the 
organization’s board and the trustee of

Foundation, 
headquartered here. 
The new policy is effective im­ 
mediately. 
The board said it has petitioned the 
U S. House Judiciary Committee to 
introduce appropriate legislation to 
amend Littl League’s federal charter 
under which it has operated since 1964.

barrier. 
In a statement issued by Peter J. 
McGovern, board chairman and chief 
executive, the Little League said: “In 
reaching a decision on an issue of 
landmark significance, the board has 
taken the position that it would be 
imprudent for an organization as large 
and universally respected as ... Little 
League Baseball to allow itself to 
become embroiled in a public con­ 
troversy. Implication that the program 
is unwilling to change or incompetent 
to solve its own problems is simply not 
true...” 
Whether girls play would depend on 
managers and coaches of individual 
teams, the statement said. “The girls 
would have to prove equal competency 
in baseball skills, physical endowments 
and other attributes scaled as a basis 
for team selection.” 
McGovern said acceptance and 
screening of young girls should be done 
locally, and “in good faith and without 
prejudice.” 
He urged settlem ent of local 
squabbles by civil rights or human 
relations hearings. 
Such 
groups as 
the 
National 
Organization for Women (NOW) and 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
have challenged the Little League in 
courts of nearly a dozen states. 


The Little League began in 1939 in 
Williamsport with three teams and has 
grown to 9,100 leagues for 2.5 million 
youngsters in 31 nations. It is a private 
corporation operating under a federal 
charter. It has steadfastly opposed the 
sexual integration of its baseball pro­ 
gram. 
A New Jersey appeals court ruled in 
March that state Little League teams 
must let girls play. About a week later, 
the executive board of Little League, 
Inc., voted to appeal the ruling to the 
New Jersey Supreme Court. 
Little League officials have attacked 
the female challenge on two fronts— 
legality 
and 
the 
safety 
and 
psychological needs of children. 
Based on a decision in November 1973 
of its Civil Rights Division, New Jersey 
became the first state to order Little 
League baseball teams to permit girls 
to play. 
Later, Martha W. Griffins, D-Mich., 
said 
she 
planned 
to 
introduce 
legislation to amend the Little League 
charter to include the words “and 
girls.” 
McGovern said the 35-yearold Little 
League also would retain its separate 
and optional program for girls of Little 
League age. The Little League now has 
a program for 50,000 girls in the United 
States.

The 61,500- 
seat Wald Stadium in the woods outside 
Frankfurt long has been sold out. 
West German police, fearful of 
terrorist attacks of the kind that 
brought tragedy to the Munich 
Olympics in 1972, assigned 10,000 men 
to security and crowd control for the 38- 
match tournament. Of these 10,000, 
some 1,200 will be watching the two 
final matches in Munich July 6 and 7, 
when U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger is expected as guest of honor 
at the spectacle watched throughout 
the world by satellite telecast. 
The questions over the tournament, 
apart from security, cover matters of 
tactics, soccer style and even the future 
shape of the competition itself. 
The 16 teams in the finals, besides 
West Germany and Brazil—automatic 
qualifiers as host country and reigning 
champions—are survivors of regional 
competitions that started in 1972. They 
are Chile, East Germany, Australia,

A pay increase ordinance for all city 
employes, which included a healthy 
wage hike for the city manager, was

approved by members of Washington 
C.H. City Council at Wednesday night’s 
regular meeting. 
Twenty pieces of legislation, five 
dealing with the pay increases for city 


employes, were handled by City 
Council members in a meeting which 
lasted just over an hour. 


AS NEAR as can be determined, all 
of the nearly 70 city employes received 
identical $800 annual wage increases, 
retroactive to Jan. I of this year, with 
the exception of City Manager Dan 
Wolford. 
Wolford received a increase of ap­ 
proximately $3,000. The city manager 
previously had been receiving an an­ 
nual salary of $13,000. 
The pay increases were formed by 


Council members in closed work 
sessions, but no mention was ever 
made of an increase of Wolford’s salary 
at any of the private meetings attended 
by members of the local news media. 
The pay hike for the city manager was 
not even mentioned at Wednesday’s 
meeting as Council rapidly read and 
approved all the ordinances dealing 
with the pay increases by titlfc only. 
Council members unanimously 
agreed to prepare the legislation 
during a work session held May 29, but 
the measure has been displeasing to 


members of the Washington C.H. 
Police Department. 
The city’s legislators, who have been 
especially 
finance-minded 
since 
proposing the salary hikes, reached 
agreements with all city departments, 
except the police officers. 


POLICE OFFICERS, in a revised 
proposal at the May 29 meeting, had 
requested a $600 cost of living increase, 
retroactive to April I; a one-range step 
(five per cent) pay increase for all 
police officers which would have 
amounted to approximately $300 per 


man, and a $100 uniform allowance 
increase. The total city police proposal 
would have amounted to $1,000 per 
police officer. 
The package formed by City Council 
members included uniform allowance 
increases for both the police and fire 
department officers. Emergency or­ 
dinances dealing with allowances for 
both departments were approved. 
Under the guidelines of the or­ 
dinance, the city will provide for the 
purchase of the first issue of clothing 
for uniformed members of both 


departments and establish an annual 
allowance thereafter. 
Police officers received a $100 in­ 
crease. The department’s annual 
clothing allowance is now $250. The 
firemen will receive $150 annually, a 
$50 increase.

Legal logjam broken

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 110th 
General Assembly called it quits early 
today, leaving in limbo an $81.8-million 
supplemental appropriations bill and a 
host of other measures. 
Left hanging when adjourned were 
bills

All of the measures are technically 
still alive since the legislature plans to 
meet at least once a month until final 
adjournment in December. 
The House and Senate had different 
versions of Gov. John J. Gilligan’s 
$43.5-million appropriations bill. 
Senate Republicans added $37 million, 
setting the stage for the deadlock. 
The legislature approved a bill ex­ 
tending for four years the ban on 
drilling for oil and gas in Lake Erie. It 
will run July I, 1974, to July I, 1978. 
The landlord-tenant bill passed the 
Senate earlier in the day, but the House 
paved the way for the deadlock by 
rewriting it to conform with a similar 
bill it passed a week ago. It was put in 
conference committee. 
The drug reform bill, written 
primarily in the attorney general’s 
office, was left in the Senate Rules 
Committee, which schedules measures 
for floor votes. 
Also left in Senate Rules was a bill 
that would have provided for no-fault 
auto insurance.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Plagued by 
leaks, the House Judiciary Committee 
is considering making public most of 
the evidence it has received in its 
impeachment inquiry. 
Meanwhile, the Nixon administration 
is renewing calls for the committee to 
open up its proceedings. 
The committee’s staff is screening 
the evidence, packed in 26 thick 
looseleaf notebooks, to determine what 
should still be kept secret, but a 
committee majority appears ready to 
release the rest quickly. 
The proposal to do so came Wed­ 
nesday at a meeting of committee 
Democrats hastily called by Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., after news 
stories based on committee leaks 
appeared.

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Thousands of 
Egyptian workers, peasants and 
schoolchildren cheered President 
Nixon today as he and President Anwar 
Sadat traveled to Alexandria by train. 
Nixon and Sadat sat on the open end 
of a century-old coach once used by 
Khedive Ismail, who opened the Suez 
Canal. An American helicopter circled 
over the train, and some 10,000 
Egyptian troops were deployed along 
the route, primarily to keep the surging 
throngs off the tracks. 
Egyptian security agents predicted 
as many as IO million persons would 
turn out to see the flag-decked, 13-car 
train as it moved through the fertile 
Nile delta to the ancient port the 
Greeks founded on the Mediterranean. 


Nixon and Sadat were relaxed and 
obviously enjoying the clear weather, 
enthusiastic crowds and happy 
children running alongside the train. 
After their midafternoon arrival, 
Nixon and Sadat were to talk at the Ras 
el Tin Palace. After an early-evening 
reception President and Mrs. Nixon 
were giving a state dinner, re­ 
ciprocating for the banquet the Sadats 
gave for them Wednesday night in 
Cairo. 
The two president return to Cairo by 
helicopter 
Friday to visit 
the 
Pyramids. Nixon leaves for Saudi 
Arabia Friday afternoon. 
For Nixon’s arrival from Austria 
Wednesday, the Egyptian government 
turned out huge crowds to cheer the two 


presidents as they took the seven-mile 
drive from Cairo’s international air­ 
port to the Kubbeh Palace. Official 
estimates of the welcoming crowd 
ranged from hundreds of thousands to 2 
million. 
They screamed, they chanted and 
they waved signs reading “God Bless 
Nixon,” though some spelled it 
“Nikson.” A few tried unsuccessfully to 
break through the police lines to touch 
the visiting President. 
Sadat tempered the enthusiasm a bit 
with his toast at the state dinner in the 
garden of the Kubbeh Palace. 
He told the 600 guests the cease-fires 
arranged with American help between 
the Arabs and the Israelis are precious

3 Arab terrorists 
TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Security 
forces killed three Arab guerrillas 
today who had murdered three women 
hostages taken in an attack on a tiny 
farm settlement below the Golan 
Heights, the Israeli state radio 
reported. 
The terrorists apparently slipped 
across the Lebanese border to attack 
Shamir. The raid obviously was in­ 
tended to cast a cloud over President 
Nixon’s tour of the Middle East, which 
the Palestine guerrillas oppose. The 
President, now in Egypt, is due in 
Israel on Sunday after visits to Saudi 
Arabia and Syria. 
Terrorists now have killed 49 persons 
in Israel, including 31 children, in the 
past two months. 
The Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine—General Command an­ 
nounced in Beirut that the Shamir 
raiders were its men. It demanded the 
release of IOO Palestinians from Israeli 
prisons within six hours, but shortly 
after the demand was delivered to 
newsmen the guerrilla squad was 
reported wiped out. 
Three guerrillas from the same 
terrorist organization raided the Israeli 
town of Qiryat Shmonah, several miles 
west of Shamir, on April ll and killed 18 
Israelis and themselves when the 
government refused their demand for 
the release of Palestinian prisoners. 
Armed residents of Shamir opened 
fire on the raiders after they were 
spotted near a swimming pool, the 


Israeli radio said in a broadcast from 
the kibbutz. The Arabs returned the 
fire, wounding one man. 
Residents of the kibbutz said the 
terrorists apparently were trying to 
attack the communal dining hall where 
many of the 470 residents of the set­ 
tlement were having breakfast.

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High court upholds 
rights commission 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court Wednesday upheld the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission in a 
discrimination case, but denied what 
the commission considered to be an 
important lever for its enforcement 
efforts. 
The high court ruled that a trailer 
park is a place of public ac­ 
commodation and the owner of a Kent 
park had violated a resident’s civil 
rights by evicting her because she 
entertained a person of another race. 
But the court disallowed $1,650 in 
compensatory and punitive damages 
that the commission had ordered the 
owner to pay, saying the commission 
did not have authority to levy the 
damages. 
It was that authority which the 
commission considered significant in 
its efforts to enforce civil rights laws. 
The Supreme Court reversed the 
Portage County Common Pleas Court, 
which had set aside the commission 
decision, and an appellate court, which 
had affirmed the lower court ruling.

Wholesale 
prices zoom 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Despite 
falling farm 
and food prices, 
widespread increases on a broad range 
of industrial products pushed wholesale 
prices up sharply again in May, the 
government said today. 
The Labor Department reported that 
wholesale prices rose a seasonally 
adjusted 1.3 per cent last month, about 
the same as the rates in March and 
April but not as much as in the 
December-February period. Unad­ 
justed, the increase last month was 1.5 
per cent. 
Prices for farm products, processed 
foods and feeds fell 2.2 per cent in May, 
the third consecutive monthly decline. 
Industrial commodities were up 2.7 
per cent. 
Consumer finished goods rose six- 
tenths of one per cent. 
The rise in the industrial prices was 
described by the government as 
“substantial and widespread.” It 
seems to promise for consumers a 
continuation of double-digit inflation 
for at least the next few months since 
higher wholesale prices usually are 
quickly reflected at the retail level. 
However, the decline in wholesale food 
prices frequently is not passed on to 
consumers in full as middlemen seek to 
retain profits.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — The Rev. 
Jesse Jackson says he hopes to drum 
up public support to convince Congress 
to approve a full-employment bill that 
can work. 
“We cannot depend on Congress,”

worries Israel 
JERUSALEM (AP) — The Israelis 
will greet President Nixon next week as 
one of their best friends, but they are 
apprehensive about the effect on them 
of the new Arab-American rap­ 
prochement. 
Henry

Kissinger’s 
adroit 
diplomacy has not only disengaged the 
wigring Middle East armies—it has 
revolutionized America’s standing in 
the Arab world. 
The grass-roots fear in Israel is that 
the Jewish nation will have to pay for 
this new standing in the form of 
territorial and diplomatic concessions 
to the Arabs. 
“Why else does Egypt suddenly love 
Nixon?” one Israeli argued. “Because 
it knows that only Nixon can squeeze 
concessions out of us.” 
A senior Israeli official, sounding 
more reserved, said the new friendship 
between the United States and the 
Arabs “might cause difficulties for us, 
but in the final summary it is a positive 
development. 
“I’d rather have America giving the 
Arabs military aid than the Soviets,” 
he added. 
Relations between the U.S. and 
Israeli governments have blossomed 
anew since Nixon took office. But now 
“a new chapter has begun,” the official 
said, “and it is not yet clear where we 
are going.” 
Differences may arise, he continued, 
especially over Washington’s reported 
wish to have Israel negotiate directly 
with Palestinian leaders. The Israeli 
government refuses to deal with those 
it refers to as “terrorists.” 
“But we have a # vital interest in 
continuing relations with the U.S. 
government,” he added. “For us, 
President Nixon’s visit is an out­ 
standing event.’

Blind girl 
participates 
in Girls State 


SALEM, Ore. (AP) — The American 
Legion Auxiliary is allowing a blind girl 
to participate in a state government ex­ 
ercise, but only after persuasion by 
Gov. Tom McCall and the speaker of 
the Oregon House of Representatives. 
Donna Bell was elected by her fellow 
students at North Eugene High School 
as a delegate to Girls State, an annual 
legion-sponsored exercise in which 
students from around the state come to 
the capital and play out a week-long 
mock state government. 
But the legion auxiliary rejected 
Donna because she is blind. A legion 
rule 
says 
delegates 
must 
be 
“ physically fit” so as not to present a 
burden on the other delegates. 
When McCall heard Donna had been 
rejected, he announced he would not 
address the 264 delegates as he had 
promised. 
And House Speaker Richard Eymann 
said he would not allow the delegates to 
hold their mock legislative sessions in 
the Oregon House chamber as planned. 
Officials of the legion auxiliary 
consulted with McCall, after which the 
governor announced that the rule 
barring delegates with physical handi­ 
caps would be ignored. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Tough- 
minded residents of the Sayler Park 
area, fresh from the battle of the April 3 
tornado, which included all manner of 
bureaucrats and insurance adjusters, 
vow they won’t let a little thing like a 
teamsters strike throw them. 
“ One way or another,” said George 
Nose, “ we’re going to rebuild our 
homes for our families whether we do it 
like gentlemen or like animals.” 
Sayler Park, which, on a city map, 
looks like a tail on the city of Cin­ 
cinnati, is populated by rugged, in­ 
dividualistic Germans who are used to 
handling their own problems. 
The city’s annexation of the area a 
half century ago gave Cincinnati 
control of the Ohio riverfront nearly to 
the Indiana line. 
Until two years ago, there was only 
one police patrol car assigned from the 
downtown area to the 15-mile outreach 
of Sayler Park. 
“ We got used to handling our own 
problems,” recalled one resident. “ It 
took the policeman two hours to cover 
the beat. As a result, we watched our 
own heighborhood and over the years 
we turned over a lot of would-be 
burglars to the police.” 
On April 3 one, and possible two 
I tornadoes, crossed the Ohio River from 
'Boone County, Ky. and punched a 
swath through the pleasant, tree-lined 
suburb. 
An estimated 200 houses dis­ 
appeared, mainly in an area called 
“ the subdivision.” The area has small 
houses, many without basements, built 
since World War II. There was not a 
single death although there were a 
number of injuries. 
It took a while for the Sayler Parkers, 
not accustomed to a lot of strangers to 
get used to the insurance adjusters, and 
federal, state and local officials, but not 
too long. 
“ We learned right away,” recalled 
Nose, “ that if you go in like Mr. 


Milktoast with your hat in your hand, 
they are going to push you all over the 
place. 
“ What you have to do is threaten to 
beat somebody up, or go and see 
somebody’s boss about getting him 
fired. When you act like you’re going to 
take the place apart, they sit down and 
start doing something. That’s just the 
way it is. It isn’t their fault, they’re just 
used to doing things that way, they 
didn’t create the system.” 
Now, the debris is pretty well cleaned 


away and new houses are going up on 
the sites of the old ones. 
But, on June I, some 15 building 
trades unions in the Cincinnati area 
struck for higher wages. These in­ 
cluded the 300-member concrete 
drivers with Teamsters Union Local 
IOO. 
Half a dozen builders, backed by 
residents, went to the union with a 
petition asking that concrete deliveries 
be allowed to pour their foundations. 
The Teamsters refused.

Aftermath of Colson plea 


Charles W. Colson’s plea of guilty 


to attempting to obstruct justice and 
influence the trial of Daniel Ellsberg 
came about through some plea 
bargaining. As their part of the 
bargain, attorneys on the staff of 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
will seek dismissal of criminal 
conspiracy indictments against the 
former aide to President Nixon. 
To procure this arrangement 
Colson has agreed to testify “in any 
and all cases with respect to which 


he may have relevant information.” 
This 
raises 
two 
interesting 
questions. One is: How much does 
Colson know about the Watergate 
coverup and related matters? The 
other is: How much of it will he 
spill? 
There is reason to expect that 
when placed under oath he may spill 
quite a lot. This expectation is 
bolstered by the fact that Colson is 
explicitly not exempted from 
prosecution for false or misleading 


testimony; he will be liable to 
charges of perjury. 
There also is reason to think that 
Colson has intimate knowledge 
about some of the matters at issue - 
the milk fund and ITT cases, for 
example. He may be asked to testify 
about presidential conversations in 
which he was involved, and repor­ 
tedly can no longer claim executive 
privilege or national security with 
regard to those conversations. Thus 
his guilty plea has in effect opened 
the door to what may be significant 
new disclosures. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . b y Marquis Childs 
Plugging the loopholes 


WASHINGTON - Throughout the 
country come reports that inflation, the 
steadily rising curve of high prices, is 
far more than Watergate the issue that 
voters put at the top of the list. This is 
confirmed by a Harris poll showing 
that by 82 to 15 per cent the sample 
polled gives President Nixon negative 
marks “on the way he has handled the 
economy.” 
Wherever you go the story is the 
same - we can just barely make it and 
then by cutting back on what we once 
thought were necessities. This reflects 
the feeling of millions of families in the 
income brackets up to $15,000. 
Tile concern, the rancor, of these 
millions is directed not alone at the 
Administration but at Congress as well. 
Since Congress rates below the 
President in the polls, here is a serious 
challenge to demonstrate that change 
can be pushed through the clogged, 
sluggish channels of a body that drifts 
toward stalemate in many areas. 
One of the principal pushers is Rep. 
Henry Reuss of Wisconsin who was 
chosen to deliver a radio response to 
Nixon’s bland “all will soon be well” 
address on the economy. 
Reuss is working to get endorsement 
by the Democratic steering committee 
and eventually by the Democratic 
caucus of a program calculated to send 
shivers down the spines of the con­ 
servatives and the rich. 
He must convince that formidable 
gate keeper, Chairman Wilbur Mills of 
the House Ways and Means committee, 
and if Wilbur believes there is suf­ 
ficient pressure from an aroused 
public, then cautious Speaker Carl 
Albert may also be persuaded. 
The Reuss proposal calls for a 
federal income tax cut of $6 to $7 billion 
in the low to moderate 
income 
brackets. This would help those barely 
scraping along to make ends meet. The 
President has, of course, set his face 
against a iax cut as inflationary. 
But Reuss, whose economic know­ 
how has been repeatedly demonstrated 
on the joint Economic Committee and 
on Banking and Currency, ties in 
plugging tax loopholes to return to the 
Treasury virtually the full amount of 
the cut. This is where the shivers come 
in. 
His proposal would provide for a 


capital gains tax on securities held in 
an estate. There is no such tax today, 
since no matter how much 
the 
securities have advanced in value, they 
escape when they are in the estate of 
the deceased taxpayer. 
Reuss estimates that closing this 
loophole, long zealously guarded by 
lawyers and trust officers, would bring 
in $2 billion. 
The oil-depletion allowance has for 
years been the target of reformers who 
have aimed particularly at the foreign 
earnings of the oil giants. Mills finally 
agreed to a three-year phase-out of this 
bonanza. 
Reuss is urging that it be knocked 
out, or at least drastically reduced, at 
once. Depending on how deep the cut, 
this could bring in several billions. 
Another loophole Reuss would plug is 
DISC, the acronym for a subsidy for 
exports costing about $1 billion a year. 
Ironically enough, DISC subsidizes 
exports of materials in scarce supply in 
this country such as scrap metal and 
timber. The Department of Commerce 
is trying to conserve these same 
materials for domestic use. 
The hobby farm is one of the most 
sensitive loopholes. The rolling acres 


dotted with Black Angus or Herefords, 
the well-built barns, the handsome 
manor house, all this is a happy picture 
and if the beef cattle return no profit 
there is always a satisfactory tax loss. 
Reuss believes lugging this hole would 
mean close to $1 billion to the Treasury. 
These all are carefully guarded 
sanctum sanctorums and the lobbyists 
will be swarming over Capitol Hill to 
ward off the vandals. The next days are 
likely to tell the tale in the steeering 
committee. 
Whatever its ultimate fate, and with 
the backing of Wilbur Mills it might 
well get through the House, the reform 
program would convince millions of 
hard-pressed families that Congress is 
doing something about inflation. 
Food and fuel are the two chief 
villains. The rise in the price of 
gasoline to 60 and 65 cents a gallon is 
contrasted with the great upsurge in 
the profits of the oil companies, as 15 
per cent of the Harris poll sample 
noted. 
The election is only five months away 
and disgruntled citizens are waiting for 
a signal that Washington will try to put 
on the brakes.

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Ohio Perspective 
Tax changes are 
now law in state

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio stops 
collecting a tax on goods sold at auction 
today, except for motor vehicles and 
house trailers. 
The exemption becomes law along 
with four other enactments signed by 
Gov. John J. Gilligan 90 days ago, the 
time required for a non-emergency bill 
to become law. 
Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 Galion, an 
auctioneer, sponsored the tax measure 
which has only a negligible effect on 
Ohio’s revenue but could help a colorful 
but declining business activity. 
Robert J. Kosydar, state tax com­ 
missioner, estimated the new law will 
cost the state only about $50,000 a year 
out of well over $500 million the sales 
tax produces annually. 
Slagle’s bill places into the law a new 
definition for casual sales that include 
items sold at aiuction as long as the sale 
is not made at the owner’s permanent 
place of business. 
Another one of the new laws affects 
many more people, although Ohioans 
will not feel its effects until next year 
when they file thqi% jjQfr&ajftjpfcome 
tax returns. 
It takes away the existing $3,000 
limit on personal income tax exemption 
that can be claimed at the rate of $500 
each for a taxpayer and each of five 
dependents. 
Tile limit on the number of depen­ 
dents for whom $500 can be claimed is 
eliminated, removing what sponsors of 


the bill said was an injustice for large 
families. 
Voters authorized a change m the 


constitution last year in order to make 
the tax break possible. 
Among the other new statutes is one 


that requires counties to publicize 
newly adopted building regulations as 
well as changes made in existing regu- 


It says the modifications must be 


published in one newspaper of general 
or countywide circulation within IO 
days after adoption of new regulations, 
amendments or changes. 
The other laws clarify the obligations 


of new corporations growing out of 
mergers, stating that trusts, bequests 
and other agreements of component 
companies remain valid, and permit 
waivers of the four-year limit for 
reimbursements by the tax com­ 
missioners of sales taxes collected 
erroneously. 
Vendors would have to agree to such 


waivers.

“When I started in 1957, we had three 
doctors in the county,” Mrs. Murphy 
recalled Tuesday. “But then two of 
them died and one moved away. 
“I’d go to make a prearranged house 
call and find 12 patients there waiting 
to see me,” she said. “That’s when I 
knew something had to be done.”

JERUSALEM (AP) — It may not go 
down in Israeli history as the golden 
era, but Golda Meir’s five-year 
premiership already is being termed 
“Eidan Golda” - the Golda Age. 
No living Israeli is likely to forget 
her. 
Some called her “Grannie”— she is a 
grandmother, 
and 
others 
less 
charitably referred to her as “the old 
lady”—she is 76. A politician likened 
her to a kindergarten teacher who 
treated her people as though they were 
brats. She once taught school in 
Milwaukee, Wis. 
Admirers found an enticing parallel 
in the Bible — Deborah the Prophetess, 
who “arose, a mother in Israel,” and 
led the Israelites to victory over the in­ 
vaders of the Promised Land. 
Mrs. Meir came to power in the 
heady wake of Israel’s lightning defeat 
of the Arabs in 1967, but left in con­ 
troversy over the costly and sobering 
war last October. 
Writing of the public protest that led 
to her resignation, a columnist com­ 
mented, “Golda Meir deserved better 
than to go down ignominously to the 
shouting under her office windows.” 
One of her outstanding talents was to 
cut complex questions to total sim­ 
plicity. 
While international debates con­ 
tinued for years over trying to start 
Israeli-Arab peace talks by procuring a 
Western or a United Nations guarantee 
to protect Israel’s borders, Mrs. Meir 
responded by asking simply, “But why 
is that necessary if true peace exists?” 
She wanted straightforward peace 
treaties or nothing and her rigidity may 
have delayed the peace prospects now 
in sight via the compromise methods of 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
She was called out of retirement in 
March 1969, as a compromise premier 
to replace the late Levi Eshkol. She was 
ailing and nervous about leading the 
country, but she was too strong-minded 
to be a lame duck leader. 
She began by choking off the 
arguments in Israel over how much to 
surrender in return for peace with the 
Arabs. 
“The Arabs don’t want peace,” she 
would say. “So there is no point in the 
Jews arguing about it.” 
She refused to deal with Palestinians. 
To her, “there is no such thing as 
Palestine. I once had a Palestinian 
passport when Britain ruled this area. 
If there is a Palestine, where are its 
leaders? Why don’t they step forward 
and negotiate with us?” 
The answer was a bitter upsurge of 
guerrilla activity, culminating in the 
slaughter of Israeli athletes at the 
Munich Olympic games in 1972. 
Israel’s reprisals, approved by Mrs. 
Meir, were relentless. 
Her thesis on war |$ d peace war 
simple: 
“When we came to thfc Jordan Valley 
— in the 1930s — did we want war with 
the Arabs? Were we sinning a great sin 
because we didn’t want the valley any 
longer to be covered in marshes and 
malaria? We bought and paid for the 
land.... We said to the Arabs, ’Move 
over a bit, give us some room as well. 
Can’t we live together in peace.’” 
The strength of her personal con­ 
victions resulted in government 
policies that may last for years. 
When the United Nations and others 
demanded that Israel relinquish Arab 
East Jerusalem, captured in 1967, she 
made it plain that the Holy City was 
now a permanent part of Israel. 
The memory of the Jews as an op­ 
pressed people — the pogroms in the 
2 brothers drown 


Russia of her childhood, the Nazis in 
World War II — governed her thinking. 
She had forged a healthy relationship 
with President Nixon, assuring Israel 
of arms supplies, and she would later 
call 
this 
one of her 
greatest 
achievements. 
Reliance on the United States has 
become a mainstay of Israeli policy. 
Israel’s new premier, Yitzhak Rabin, 
said the relations Mrs. Meir developed 
with Washington were a key part of his 
government program. 
In the Golda years, Israel enjoyed the 
greatest prosperity in its short history. 
With foreign investment and im­ 
migrants pouring in after the triumph 
of the 1967 six-day war, business 
boomed, exports leaped, and Israelis 
who remembered eating grass during 
the 1948 siege of Jerusalem started 
eating steaks. Hie boom was due to 
circumstances, not Mrs. Meir, but it 
came while she was in office. 
With the prosperity came leisure and 
comfort, however, and many Israelis 
became more interested in television 
and acquiring pedigreed dogs than in 
the Zionist ideals of building the state. 
Mrs. 
Meir 
and her 
generation 
bemoaned 
the 
new 
thirst 
for 
materialism. 
Even with inflation and the economic 
slump that followed last October’s war, 
the appetite for the good life grew. 
While Mrs. Meir was engrossed with 
foreign affairs, the country was 
faltering domestically. Few Israeli 
leaders — certainly not Mrs. Meir — 
were noticing the social ills likely to 
result from the young nation’s in­ 
dustrial boom. No one accused Mrs. 
Meir of malpractice, but she was 
widely criticized for having left 
domestic affairs slide. 
“She had unconditional faith in her 
finance minister, and she was hyp­ 
notized by the quantitative growth of 
the economy, so she ignored com­ 
pletely its side-effects,” says Yitzhak 
Ben Aharon, a former labor union chief 


who dubbed her “Queen Victoria.” 
It took the October fighting to bring 
to a boil the discontent that had been 
building even as she triumphed in 
foreign affairs. And for the first time, 
the grievances were thrown directly at 
her. 
But although she was blamed for 
Israel’s war failures, she rose to what 
many consider her greatest in “those 
dark hours when we thought we might 
lose.” An inquiry into the war con­ 
cluded 
that 
she worked 
“with 
decisiveness and healthy sense of 
responsibility.” 
Today she admits “I will never be the 
same again” after the war. 
Perhaps this is the reason why the 
time for retirement had come to the 
lady with a preference for blue dresses 


and cigarettes.

She put it as simply as ever, “I am 
exhausted. I can no longer carry the 
burden. I have reached the enifi of the 
road.”

Thomas O. Jenkins, acting deputy 
assistant secretary for equaj op­ 
portunity in the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, said new 
stumbling blocks are cropping up in 
each of the IO regions nationwide. 
In Ohio, he said equal housing is 
more of a problem in sales than rental 
opportunities. 
“We've discovered some local or­ 
dinances that do away with for-sale 
signs,” he said. “ We have to be aware 
of that kind of thing so we can change 
our approach.” 
Jenkins held a news conference at the 
start of a six-state seminar which will 
conclude Saturday. 
He said HUD agencies do not want to 
be policing units. “ But where we do not 
get the kind of voluntary action we seek 
. . . we will enforce the laws.” He said 
equal housing opportunity is not in­ 
terpreted at HUD to dictate integrated 
housing. 
“We want the minority person to 
have the choice in housing options... to 
have the right to live where he wants to 
live,” he said. 
Jenkins refuted the idea that 
requirements for equal job op­ 
portunities for minorities amount to 
quotas in hiring. 
“ If there is a federal contract or a 
business is working with HUD, they 
have to agree to do the same thing 
we’re trying to do,” he said. 
He said governments and business, 
professional and civil rights groups 
from Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Ohio and Wisconsin have 
participated in the fair housing and 
equal opportunity sessions.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An Ohio 
attorney says the U. S. consul general 
in Mexico is helping him probe the 
deaths of two Ohioans in a Mexican 
rejuvenation clinic. 
Thomas Spellerberg of Tiffin, Seneca 
County prosecutor, said Consul 
General Peter J. Peterson is working to 
find a Mexican forensic pathologist to 
perform autopsies on the bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Pepin of New Riegel, 
Ohio. 
Pepin, 68, died May 25. His wife, 
Gladys, 70, died June 2, the day after 
she was told of her husband’s death, 
according to Charles Jenkins, 68, 
another member of the party. 
Jenkins’ 67-year-old wife was listed 
in fair condition at Tiffin Mercy 
Hospital, recovering from temporary 
blindness which Jenkins said struck 
her at the clinic. 
“It was a nightmare trip,” Jenkins 
said in a telephone interview from his 
home in New Riegel. 
Jenkins, who said he’s a freelance 
writer in health foods and organic 
gardening, initiated the trip, he said. 
He and his wife were going to Mexico to 
do an article on the clinic. 
The Pepins, family friends, decided 
to accompany them as a vacation, 
Jenkins said. The four left for Mexico 
about May 15. 
“I was resting on the advice of 
another doctor I know in Mexico,” 
Jenkins said. “He had given me 
assurance they were a very worthwhile 
organization.” 
Jenkins said the clinic offered him 
and his wife free treatments as a base 
for the article. He said the Pepins 
decided to buy the treatment, though it 
was “relatively expensive.” 
He said in the first stage of treat­ 
ment, an anaesthetic is administered 
and a chemical mask put on the face. 
Pepin was the last of the four to be 
prepared, Jenkins said, and was 
isolated from the rest. 
For the next week, he said, when he 
or the others tried to ask about Pepin, 
they were told only the doctors “were 
having a hard time getting him to come 
out from under the effects of the 
anesthesia. 
“The following Saturday (June I), 
they broke the news to us,” Jenkins 
said. Pepin had died a week earlier. 
Jenkins said Mrs. Pepin was “ex­ 
tremely upset, naturally, but she was

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Finan­ 
cially troubled big city transit systems 
apparently will get the chance to ask 
local voters one time to impose a piggy­ 
back sales tax on themselves. 
The legislature approved and sent to 
Gov. John J. Gilligan Wednesday an 
emergency bill aimed specifically at 
problems of the beleaguered Cleveland 
Transit System. 
Cleveland legislators worked long 
and hard to secure passage, but they 
pointed out it could be of help to transit 
systems in other areas of the state. 
It permits a county or regional 
transit system, with voter approval, to 
levy a piggyback sales tax of up to I Mr 
per cent for use either for operating ex­ 
penses or capital improvements. The 
issue could be submitted to voters only 
in the November election. 
Backers who said Cleveland’s system 
lost $13 million over the past five years 
asserted it would give mass transit “a 
new tool.” Revenues from the tax could 
be used to obtain matching grants of 80 
per cent federal with 20 per cent local 
funds, they said. 
The House watered down the Senate 
version of the measure, introduced in 
March by Sen. Paul R. 
Ifc25 
Westlake. But it apparently was the 
only way to get the measure passed. 
Big labor unions, especially the Ohio 
AFL-CIO, objected to an original 
provision that would have enabled a 
transit authority to enact an income tax 
of up to I per cent, in addition to the 
piggyback sales tax. 
Retained in the measure was another 
provision 
that 
permits 
transit 
authorities to levy up to five mills on 
real estate. Existing property tax 
levies for transit purposes are limited 
to I per cent.
